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INTRODUCTION. 


| 1 HAVE given you the hiſtory of many 
kingdoms and nations, which were ſucceſ- 
ſively ſet up in the world through the

Si- 
mon Cephas, or Peter, and Andrew, his 
firſt diſciples, returned to their former 
occupations; but it is ſuppoſed Philip 
remained with him, as it is likely Na- 
thanael did under the name of Bartho- 
lomew.

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In order to prove that he really was 
the Sox of Gop, JesUs wrought many 
miracles; that is to ſay, things which 
no creature could poſſibly do. 

The firſt of theſe miracles was per- 
formed at Cana, in Galilee, at a mar- 
riage feaſt, to which JE Sus himſelf, his 
mother, and his diſciples, were invited. 

Before the feaſt was over, the mother 
of 'JEsUs ſaith unto him, they have na 
wine. JEsus ſaith, mine hour is not 
yet come. She faith unto the ſervants, 
Whatſoever he faith unto you do it. 
And there were in the room fix water; 


pots 


— 
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pots of ſtorie, (each of them ſuppoſed 
to contain about thirty gallons) uſed by 
the Jews for waſhing their hands and 


faces, and the things they ate and drank | 


out of. Jesus faith unto them, Fill 


the water-pots with wateri and they 
filled them up to the brim. And he 
faith unto them, Draw out now, and | 


bear unto the governor of the feaſt: and 


they bare it. 

When the ruler of the feaſt had taſted 
the water that was made wine, he ſaid, 
Thou haſt kept the good wine until 


now. This beginning of miracles did 


JEsus, 
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Jesvs, in Cana, of Galilee; and ſhew- 
ed forth his glory, and his diſciples be- 
lieved on him. After this he went 
up to Jeruſalem, at the paſſover, and 
wrought other miracles, and his diſci- 
ples believed on him.

TI E Jewiſh rulers were very proud, 
and did not like that any perſon ſhould 


pretend to preach doctrines different 
from 
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from their own. When they heard that 
JTesUs was followed, they were envious 
of him, and reſolved to put a ſtop to 
his preaching; but there was one among 
them named Nicodemus, who was of 
a very candid diſpoſition, but he was 
fearful of letting the reſt know that he 
had a mind to converie with JzsUs, 
therefore he' came privately to him by 
night, and faid unto him, Rabbi, (or 
Maſter) We know that thou art a 
teacher come from Gop; for no man 
can do theſe miracles which thou doeſt 
except Gop be with him. Jrsvs diſ- 
| courſed 
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courſed with Nicodemus ſome time, and 


z:mong other things, which the ruler 
had never heard before, told him, that 
whoever would enter into the kingdom 
of God, muſt be born of water, and of 
the ſpirit; he alſo told him, God / 
loved the world, that he gave his only 
begotten Son, that whoſoever believeth in 


him ſhould not periſh, but have everlaſt- 
mg hfe. 


While JesUus was preaching and 


working miracles, John continued to 
baptize; and ſome of John's diſciples 
were jealous becauſe Jesvs was more 


followed 
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followed than he whom they called their 
maſter. 
had conſtantly taught them to conſider 
the Mess1au as much greater than 
himſelf; and added, that Ixsus. muſt 
zncreaſe in the fight of the world, while 


he himſelf muſt decreaſe, or appear of 


leſs conſequence. He who cometh from 
above (ſaid he) is above all—he who is 
of the earth is earthly—he who cometh 
from Heaven is above all. The Fa- 


THER loveth the Son, and hath given 
all things into his hand. He who be- 
lieveth on the Sox hath everlaſting life,

From this declaration of the Baptiſt, 
and the diſcourſe of Iss with Nico- 
deimus, it appears, that the Mgss1Aay, 
or CHRIST, was not only a an, born 
of the Virgin Mary, but likewiſe the 
Lok D from Heaven, the only Son of 
Gop, on which account he is called in 
Scripture Ouk LoRD, and Tur Lob.

Our Lord alſo taught his diſciples |

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people. Whatſoever ye would that men 
ſhould do unto you, faid he, do ye fo 
unto them. Love your enemies, ſo as 
to do good when in your power to 
thoſe who are ſpiteful to you ; for this 
is the way for you to become the chil- 
dren of Gop your FATHER, who is in 
Heaven. 

He likewiſe inſtructed them to keep

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He likewiſe admoniſhed them not to 
ſet their minds too much on the things 
of this world; but to live in ſuch a man- 
ner, that they might have treaſures in 
Heaven, which never ſpoil, waſte, or 
decay: and to put their truſt in Gon 
their Heavenly FATHER, who will give 
to all who ſhew themſelves deſirous of 
heavenly treaſures, and ſtrive to do their 
duty with the hope of obtaining them, 


as large a ſhare of the good things of 


this world as is proper for them. 


Our Lox alſo told his diſciples, not 
to judge hardly of any of their fellow- | | 


Creatures, 
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creatures, but to attend to their own 
faults, and mend themſelves; and to try 
to be good indeed, and not merely to ap- 
fear ſo to men; for he aſſured them, 
that none but thoſe who endeavour to 
do the will of Gop, ſhall enter into 
the kingdom of Heaven.

came into the world to deliver mankind- 
from the power of the Devil; and told 
his diſciples; that whoever aſcribed the 
miracles he did by the HoLy SPIRIT of 
Gop, to the Devil, was guilty of blaſ- 
phemy againſt: the Hor v nur and 
would never be forgiven; 

And Jesus went about PATON 
every city and village, preaching; and 
ſnewing the glad tidings of the king- 
dom of Gop, and the twelve apoſtles 
were with him. And he taught many 
things unto them by parables; or ſhort 
inſtructive : ſtories, which JI fear you 

"I would 
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would not fully underſtand ; and there. 
fore I will only tell you what he told 
his apoſtles plainly, when they entreated 
him to explain theſe parables; namely, 
that when this world is at an end, the 
Mrss1aH will ſend forth his angels, 
and they ſhall gather out of his king- 
dom all thoſe who do wickedly, and 
caſt them into a place of torment, where 
they will ſuffer the utmoſt miſery for 
ever: and that then the righteous, or 
good, will ſhine forth in glory in the 


kingdom of their Father. Our Lorn 
adviſed his diſciples to ſeek for the riches 
of 


re- 
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of this kingdom, as earneſtly as they 
would for great treaſures, ſince nothing 
could be ſo truly valuable to them. 

When Jesus had finiſhed theſe ſay- 
ings, he departed thence, and went a- 
boyt teaching in the Synagogues, and 
healing every ſickneſs, and every diſeaſe 
among the people, giving fight to the 
blind, and reſtoring the limbs of thole 
who were maimed. 

And he ſent forth his apoſtles two 
and two, to preach the Goſpel in dif- 
ferent parts, giving them power to do ſo, 
though they were unlearned men, and 
alſo 
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alſo to perform miracles in his name. 
Our Lorp told theſe diſciples, that 
they would meet with a great deal of ill- 
treatment in the world; but defired 
them to have good courage, and truſt 
in his power, and not to fear thoſe who 
can only kill the body, but rather to fear 
Gop, who after he has killed, has 
power to caſt into Hell. And when he 
had made an end of commanding his 
twelve apoſtles he departed thence, to 
teach, and to preach in their cities.

The Death of John the Baptiſt. 


J OHN the Baptiſt continued all this 
time in priſon; for Herodias could not 
prevail on the king to cut him oft: but 
at length a convenient opportunity of- 
fered, for Herod on his birth-day gave 
an entertainment to his lords, high 
captains, and chief eſtates of Galilee ; 
and the daughter of Herodias came in 
and danced before them, and pleaſed

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Herod and his gueſts_ſo much, that the 
king ſware unto the damſel, faying, 
Whatſoever thou ſhalt aſk of me, I 
will give it thee, even to the half of 
my kingdom. 

And ſhe withdrew, and ſaid unto het 
mother, What ſhall I aſk? And ſhe faid, 
The head of John the Baptiſt. And He- 
rodias's daughter returning haſtily to the 
king, made this requeſt; I would that 
thou give me preſently in a charger, or 
baſon, the head of John the Baptiſt.

and he departed with them by ſhip pri-

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— || their MessfAH's coming in great eurth- 
ly pomp, to deliver them from their 
ſubjection to the Romans, and ſet their 
nation up, as in the days of David and 
Solomon, above all the kingdoms of 
the earth; and becauſe our Lok D''tame 
in a meek and lowly manner, they 
would not believe him to be the MEs- 
SIAH, though he wrought ſuch won- 
derful works, as proved him to be the 
Kit” Son of Gop; and did the very things 
ame which the Prophets had foretold that 
the Mess1au would do. And they

be done on the Sabbath: but our Lok D's

From this time the Scribes and Pha- 

riſces were fully reſolved to kill Jesus; 

and they made a law to caſt out of their 
Synagogue whoſoever ſhould acknow- 
ledge him to be the CHRISTH; and be- 

gan with caſting out the man who had 
been cured, Jxsus heard that they had 
caſt him out; and when he had found 
him, he ſaid unto him, Doſt thou be— 
lieve in the Son of Gop? He antwer- 
ed and ſaid, Who is he, Lord, that I 
might believe in him? And Jesvs ſaid

unto him, Thou haſt both ſeen him, 
and it is he who talketh with thee, 
And he ſaid, Lord, I believe: and he 
worſhipped him.

AND in the winter, at the feaſt of 
the dedication, JIEsus walked in the 
temple in Solomon's porch.

come unto. me, and forbid them not ; 
for of ſuch is the kingdom of Gop.
